AMERICAN RAILWAY ENGINPERING AND MAIN- 
TENANCE OF WAY ASSOCIATION.—A vpecial meeting 
of officers of the association, and chairmen and vice- 
chairmen of the committees, was held in Chicago on Sept. 
29 to meet Mr. Leslie S. Robertson, Secretary of the 
British Engineering Standards Committee. Mr. H. G. 
Kelly, Chief Engineer of the Minneapolis & St. Louis Ry., 
presided. Mr. Robertson explained at some length the 
purposes and organization of his committee, which ix wup- 
ported by the four ‘‘Institutions"’ of civil, 
electrical engineers and naval architects, and the Iron and 
Steel Institute. Representatives of these societies form 
the main committee, and there are 12 sectional commit- 
tees with 21 sub-committees. A ctatement was pre<en'ed 
regarding the work now in progress and the reports thus 
far completed and made public, these latter including a 
report on standard sections and specifications for street 
railway rails. The British government has made a con- 
siderab'e grant of money to aid in the work, and also 
gives an amount equal to that which may be raised by 
donations from manufacturers. The Indian governmeut 
also made a grant on account of some special investi- 
gations into the «tandardizing of locomotives on the rail- 
ways of India, 
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MUNICIPAL BNGINEERS OF THE CITY OF NEW 
YORK.—The opening meeting of the fall season was held 
at the Chemists’ Club, 108 West Sith St., on the evening 
of Sept. 28, 1904. A paper was presented by Messrs. J. 
Greiffenberg and W. 8. Dalrymple on the subject ‘‘The 
History and Development of the Topographical Work of 
the City of New York."’ It described in some detail the 
changes in the organization and handling of the survey 
work of New York City, from the early days of the last 
century to the present time, when the five boroughe are 
conducting their topographical work independently and 
under an organization different in each borough. 

The society has appointed a committee for the purpose 
of investigating the datum planes used in the various 
departments in the different boroughs of the city, and 
recommending a standard datum plane for the use of all 
departments. The action of the society in this matter 
will, of course, have no official force, but it is thought tnat 
the recommendation will do much to bring about uniform- 
ity in the matter. 

The society has also appointed a committee to collect 
information on the use of asphalt in the cities of the 
United States. 


ENGINEERING SCHOOLS. 


SYRACUSE UNIVERSITY.—The formal opening of 
the college year took place on Sept. 16, when Chancellor 
Day addressed the students. At the end of his address he 
announced that Mr. Lyman Cornelius Smith, who founded 
the College of Applied Science three years ago by erect- 
ing the present commodious building of that college, had 
now supplemented his gift by undertaking the erection of 
a new building, 200 x 54 ft., three stories high, to be oc- 
ecupied as a foundry, blacksmith shop, woodworking and 
machine shops, and hydraulic laboratory. Excavation of 
the ground for the new building was begun on Sept. 24, 
and the erection will be proceeded with ag rapidly as the 
weather will permit. 

The incoming Freshman class of Smith College now 
numbers 107, with some more expected. About half of 
them have registered for electrical engineering, and the 
other half equally divided between civil and mechanical 
engineering. This is an increase of 20% over last year.
